Superstore  set 
to  open  on  Geary

Originally  used  as  a  cable  car 
barn  in  1892,  the  Larkins 
Building  at  3700  Geary  Blvd. 
near  Arguello  Boulevard,  will 
house  the  largest  Office  Max  in 
San  Francisco.  It  is  slated  to  open 
between  June  5  and  June  12  —  to 
the  dismay  of  some  District  resi- 
dents, especially  small  business 
owners. 

The  office  supply  store  will 
feature  a  variety  of  standard  of- 
fice supplies,  computers,  lap  top 
computers,  copiers,  fax  machines 
and  a  copy  center.  The  copy  cen- 
ter's services  include  binding, 
color  copying  and  laminating. 

David  Heller,  president  of  the 
Greater  Geary  Boulevard 
Merchants  and  Property  Owners 
Association,  said  this  new  addi- 
tion to  the  neighborhood  threat- 
ens to  derail  smaller  competitors. 

"It's  very  simple,"  he  said  in  a 
phone  interview  from  West  Palm 
Beach,  Fla.  "They  (chain  stores) 
produce  low-ball  prices  and  put 
the  little  people  out  of  business. 
For  example,  when  Staples  (an 
office  supply  store)  moved  into 
New  York,  80  percent  of  its  com- 
petitors were  pushed  out  of  busi- 
ness." 

Heller  said  once  smaller 
Richmond  District  print  shops  go 
out  of  business,  prices  will  in- 
crease at  Office  Max. 

"As  soon  as  the  competitors 
are  knocked  out  of  business, 
prices  will  soar  50  percent  higher 
because  of  the  lack  of  competi- 
tion," he  said.  "We  need  to  pro- 
tect the  neighborhood  stores  by 
educating  people  that  they're  not 
getting  a  better  deal. 

"Big  businesses  used  to  be  on 
the  outside  of  the  City,  but  now 
they're  moving  into  the  neighbor- 
hoods." 

Project  manager  Richard 
Jones,  who  is  with  the  Patson 
Development  Corp.,  which  is 
leasing  the  building  to  Office 
Max,  said  the  other  businesses 
that  were  vying  for  space  in  the 
building  dropped  out  for  various

Merrill's  gives  up  Richmond  District  location 


Drug  store  on  Geary  Blvd.  moves 
out  to  make  room  for  Pay  Less

The  recent  transition  of 
Richmond  District's  Merrill's 
Drugs  turning  into  a  Pay  Less 
Drug  Store  has  been  denounced 
by  some,  but  received  with  cau- 
tious optimism  by  others 

"They  came  into  the  neighbor- 
hood without  us  knowing  about 
it,"  said  David  Heller,  president 
of  the  Greater  Geary  Boulevard 
Merchants  and  Property  Owners 
Association. 

Heller  said  he  is  troubled  by 
Pay  Less  operating  under  the 
name  of  Merrill's. 

"They  have  not  changed  the 
sign  (the  large  Merrill's  sign  on 
the  outside  of  the  store),"  he  said. 
"This  is  a  very  unethical  practice. 
What  are  they  waiting  for?" 

Heller,  who  said  he  is  taking 
the  lead  in  fighting  the  prolifera- 
tion of  chain  stores  in  the 
Richmond,  said  nearby  pharma- 
cies might  be  unable  to  stay  com- 
petitive with  the  chain  store. 

"Small  businesses  cater  to  the 
needs  of  the  neighborhood  and 
keep  the  money  in  the  City,"  he 
said.  "The  City  has  been  very  un- 
friendly to  small  businesses.  I'm 
not  sure  what  they're  thinking." 

Heller  said  this  is  not  just  a 
Richmond  District  problem,  but  a 
citywide  one. 

"It  is  out  of  control  through- 
out the  City,"  he  said. 


However,  Tony  Bastian,  own- 
er of  Joe's  Pharmacy,  which  is 
located  a  block  away  from  Pay 
Less,  said  the  new  ownership 
may  bring  some  new  jobs  into 
the  community. 

"If  they  are  coming  here  to 
help  the  community  it  is  fine,  but 
if  they  are  coming  here  to  in- 
crease their  income,  I  have  my 
reservations,"  he  said. 

Bastian  said  the  pharmacy  in- 
dustry has  undergone  many 
changes  in  recent  years. 


"Now  the  bottom  line  is  who 
you  serve  and  why  you  serve 
them,"  he  said.  "Pharmacies  will 
become  places  where  people  will 
go  for  consultation  instead  of 
places  where  you  get  cheaper  or 
more  expensive  medicines. 

"In  the  next  few  years  you'll 
start  to  see  consulting  pharmacy 
organizations.  They  will  play  a 
big  role  in  consulting  patients." 

However,  Bastian  said  phar- 
macists are  going  through  tough 
times  at  the  moment. 

"It's  getting  tougher,"  he  said. 
"You  have  to  be  professional  and 
a  businessman  in  the  pharmacy 
industry." 


Bastian  said  offering  cheaper 
prices  is  the  least  of  his  concerns. 

"I  am  more  interested  in  pa- 
tients than  trying  to  attract  people 
with  deals,"  he  said.  "For  me  the 
people  are  patients  first,  not  cus- 
tomers." 

Bastian  said  he  does  not  think 
his  12-year-old  business  will  be 
affected  by  the  presence  of  Pay 
Less. 

"I  practice  pharmacy  and  99 
percent  of  my  business  is  phar- 
macy," he  said.  "The  pharmacy 
business  is  unique  in  that  people 
don't  care  (about  savings)  as

Roosevelt  Middle  School  students 

12-year-old  boys  arrested  for 
smoking  crack  cocaine 


Two  12-year-old  boys  have  been  arrested  and 
suspended  from  Roosevelt  Middle  School  for 
smoking  crack  cocaine. 

The  youths,  in  the  sixth  grade,  were  nabbed 
for  smoking  a  cigarette.  But  when  school  offi- 
cials examined  the  cigarette,  they  noticed  that 
some  of  the  tobacco  had  been,  removed  and  re- 
placed. When  they  took  the  tobacco  out  of  the 
cigarette,  several  "rocks"  of  crack  cocaine  fell 
out. 

One  of  the  youths  was  arrested  for  possession 
of  cocaine  and  the  other  was  arrested  for  "sales" 
of  the  cocaine  to  the  other  youth.  The  names  of 
the  two  boys  are  being  withheld  because  they  are 
minors. 


According  to  Richmond  District  police  officer 
Lorrie  Brophy,  who  is  responsible  for  policing 
youth  activities  at  the  District's  various  schools, 
the  youth  got  the  cocaine  from  a  22-year-old 
Vietnamese  drug  dealer  in  the  Tenderloin 
District. 

The  dealer's  name  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
narcotics  division  of  the  SF  Police  Department 
for  follow-up  action. 

In  the  ensuing  investigation  concerning  the 
arrests  of  the  youths,  three  other  students  were 
caught  for  illegal  activities.  Disciplinary  action, 
including  some  suspensions  from  Roosevelt, 
were  meted  out  against  the  youths. 
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Parking  and  traffic  czar  Maher  tackles  tough  issues

Bill  Maher,  head  of  the  SF  Department 
ol  Parking  and  Traffic  and  former  SF 
Supervisor,  was  the  guest  speaker  at  the 
monthly  Community/Police  forum  held 
May  20. 

After  giving  an  overview  of  the  depart- 
ment. Maher  was  bombarded  with  ques- 
tions about  traffic  and  parking  problems 


from  the  crowd  of  about  50  people  at  the 
Richmond  District  police  station. 

Maher  said  the  department  of  parking 
and  traffic  is  currently  shifting  many  of  its 
parking  control  officers  to  direct  traffic  and 
is  putting  less  emphasis  on  enforcing  over- 
time parking-meter  infractions. 

Maher  did.  however,  say  that  parking 
control  officers  would  start  ticketing  vehi- 
cles parked  at  broken  meters  and.  after  the 
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time  limit  of  the  meters  had  expired  again, 
would  rcticket  the  same  vehicle.  Maher 
said  this  action  is  necessary  to  help  thwart 
the  large  numbers  of  parking  meters  that 
are  being  jammed  in  the  City  each  month. 
He  said  in  April  alone,  10,300  parking  me- 
ters were  jammed,  many  purposefully  so 
the  vehicle's  owners  could  park  for  an  ex- 
tended period  of  time  without  having  to 
"feed  the  meters." 

Another  issue  addressed  at  the  forum 
was  that  of  parking  control  officers  being 
assaulted  while  on  the  job.  Maher  said  nine 
officers  had  been  attacked  while  on  duty  in 
the  nine  weeks  prior  to  the  forum,  a  situa- 
tion he  said  was  clearly  unacceptable.  He 
proposed  giving  the  officers  some  police 
powers  to  help  protect  themselves. 

One  Richmond  resident,  Cheslcy  Tom, 
wanted  to  know  if  it  was  possible  to  con- 
struct a  parking  lot  under  the  site  where  a 
gymnasium  is  planned  on  18th  Avenue  be- 
tween California  and  Clement  streets. 
Maher  said  the  area  is  not  a  high  priority 
for  a  garage  and  that  the  department  does 
not  usually  build  garages  under  SF 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  proper- 
lies.  He  said  the  Inner  Clement  Street 
shopping  district  is  a  high  priority,  howev- 
er, and  that  the  department  is  looking  at 
possibilities  to  construct  a  garage  in  the 
Inner  Richmond  District.  The  closed 
Coliseum  Theater  at  Ninth  Avenue  and 
Clement  Street  is  one  site  being  investigat- 
ed as  a  possible  parking  facility. 

During  the  summer  months,  a  number 


of  parking  and  traffic  department  interns 
will  be  studying  the  yellow  zones  on 
Clement  Street  to  sec  if  they  are  being 
properly  utilized  to  their  greatest  potential 

Concerning  the  traffic  on  Geary 
Boulevard,  the  parking  director  said  he  fa- 
vors installing  stop  lights  at  all  of  the  inter- 
sections east  of  Park  Presidio  Boulevard, 
or  possibly  25th  Avenue.  But  he  pointed 
out  that  his  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal 
year  only  allows  for  six  more  stoplights  to 
be  installed  in  the  City  this  year  over  last 
year,  making  it  difficult  to  close  the  traffic 
light  gap  at  intersections  on  Geary  in  the 
immediate  future.  Stoplights  cost  the  City 
about  $100,000  each. 

Finally.  Maher  said  he  has  asked  for 
more  parking  control  officers  to  help  en- 
force the  laws  against  people  who  illegally 
park  in  driveways  and  on  sidewalks  in  the 
City.  It  is  unknown  at  this  time  if  the  mon- 
ey will  be  budgeted  to  grant  his  request. 

Citizen  commendations 

At  the  forum  it  was  also  reported  that 
four  local  residents  were  being  given  com- 
mendations from  the  police  department  for 
their  help  in  thwarting  a  couple  of  attempt- 
ed robberies  in  the  District. 

Recognized  for  their  contributions  to  lo- 
cal law  enforcement,  according  to 
Richmond  Sgt.  Jerry  D'elia,  were  Gamer 
Anderson,  Ernesto  Martinez,  William 
Barany  II  and  Marlin  Chi-Tien  Lum.

Also  prcscni  at  the  community 
forum  was  SF  police  officer  and 
Richmond  District  resident  Ray 
Shine,  who  said  when  the  six- 
month  pilot  program  of  putting 
cameras  at  traffic  intersections  to 
catch  red  light  runners  ends,  the 
Richmond  is  slated  to  get  one  of 
the  cameras  at  the  intersection  of 
Geary  Boulevard  and  Masonic 
Avenue.  It  is  the  only  location  in 
the  District,  however,  that  is  slat- 
ed lo  get  the  high-tech  surveil- 
lance equipment. 

As  part  of  the  crackdown  on 
red  light  runners.  Assemblyman 
Kevin  Shelley's  assistant  Tony 
Wong  reported  to  the  forum  that 
the  assemblyman's  bill  to  in- 
crease the  fine  for  red  light  run- 
ning from  $104  to  $270  had 
passed  the  state  Assembly  and 
was  going  to  the  state  Senate  for 
consideration.  Local  police  agen- 
cies would  keep  $80  of  the  fine 
money  so  the  local  jurisdictions 
could  increase  enforcement  of 
the  law  concerning  red  light  run- 
ners. 

Finally,  the  Greater  Geary 
Boulevard  Merchants  and 
Property  Owners  Association 
was  recognized  for  donating  a 
new  bicycle  to  the  Richmond 
Police  Station. 

The  bicycle  will  be  used  by  a 
second  police  officer  to  patrol  the 
neighborhood.  Currently,  Rich- 
mond police  officer  Eddie  Chow 
is  the  lone  officer  patrolling  the 
District's  streets  (see  Richmond 
Roundup,  page  10).

reasons.  Businesses  that  consid- 
ered moving  in  included  Barnes 
&  Noble,  Borders,  Computer 
City  and  24  Hour  Nautilus 
Fitness  Center. 

"We  couldn't  work  out  a  size 
deal  with  Barnes  and  Noble  or 
Computer  City,"  he  said. 
"Borders  ended  up  being  pleased 
with  a  Union  Square  location." 

Heller  said  the  neighborhood 
was  uninformed  about  Office 
Max  moving  in. 

"Originally  there  were  going 
to  be  five  different  businesses  (in 
the  building),"  he  said.  "Without 
notification  or  announcement 
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The  old  Hen-era  Buick  car  dealership,  at  Arguello  and  Geary 
boulevards,  will  soon  reopen  as  an  Office  Max  store. 


Office  Max  is  moving  into  the 
neighborhood." 

Heller  said  this  invasion  of 
chain  stores  has  become  an  in- 
creasing trend  in  the  Richmond. 

"Many  big  businesses  have 
been  moving  into  the  neighbor- 
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hood  without  the  permit  depart- 
ment notifying  us,"  he  said. 
'That  doesn't  seem  to  be  impor- 
tant to  them  anymore." 

With  about  99  percent  of  the 
project  completed,  Heller  said  he 
is  left  with  one  course  of  action. 

'The  only  thing  we  can  do  is 
ask  to  have  them  operate  fairly 
by  not  cutting  prices  to  eliminate 
smaller  businesses,"  he  said.  "We 
will  not  sit  down  and  lake  it  — 
the  merchants  will  fight  for  sur- 
vival." 

Jones  said  the  only  renova- 
tions that  need  to  be  done  at  this 
point  are  the  complete  painting 
of  the  building's  exterior  and  re- 
placing segments  of  the  sidewalk 
outside  of  the  building. 

Jones  said  the  $4  million 
worth  of  renovations  are  not  be- 
ing done  just  to  suit  the  needs  of 
Office  Max.  'The  building  was 
composed  of  unreinforced  ma- 
sonry when  we  got  it,"  he  said. 
"Most  of  the  renovations  are  for 
earthquake  safety." 

Patson  has  a  15-year  lease 
agreement  with  Office  Max  with 
options  to  extend  after  that. 

Jones  said  there  are  plans  to 
extend  the  back  portion  of  the 
6,000-square-foot  building,  with 
indoor  parking,  so  it  can  accom- 
modate 10  condominium  units. 
Patson  also  plans  to  make  avail- 
able a  5,000-square-foot  lot  adja-

Lobos  Creek  concerns 

EIR  demanded  for 
house  near  Presidio 


The  SF  Planning  Com- 
mission told  the  developer  of 
a  single-family  home,  which 
would  be  built  at  the  edge  of 
the  Presidio  National  Park 
near  Lobos  Creek,  that  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report 
(EIR)  is  necessary  to  deter- 
mine if  there  would  be  any  po- 
tentially deleterious  effects  to 
the  creek  and  surrounding  en- 
vironment. 

At  the  May  8  meeting  com- 
missioners voted  4  to  2  to  re- 
quire Rudolfo  Arana  to  pay 
for  an  EIR  to  delineate  poten- 
tial effects  to  die  creek  from 
building  a  single-family, 
3,700-square-feet  house  at  17 
18th  Ave.  It  could  take  a  year 
for  the  report  to  be  completed. 

The  SF  Planning  Depart- 
ment had  recommended  that 
the  project  proceed  because  it 
determined  there  would  not  be 
any  negative  affects  on  the 
creek  from  the  project  It  is 
rare  that  an  EIR  be  required 
for  the  construction  of  a  sin- 
gle-family house  because  en- 
vironmental impacts  are  gen- 
erally minimal  on  the  sur- 


rounding areas. 

Lobos  Creek  supplies  the 
Presidio  with  fresh  drinking 
water  and  is  located  about  100 
feet  from  Arana* s  property. 

The  National  Park  Service 
is  currently  trying  to  negotiate 
the  purchase  of  Arana 's  prop- 
erty, which  is  valued  at  about 
$1  million,  to  be  incorporated 
into  the  Presidio  National 
Park.  However,  the  park  ser- 
vice sa.ys  it  does  not  have  the 
money  at  this  time  to  purchase 
the  property. 

Gerald  Dodson,  a  neighbor 
living  next  to  the  proposed 
house,  said  the  commission's 
decision  is  a  victory  for  the 
park. 

'The  land  is  way  too  unsta- 
ble and  the  hydrology  is  far 
too  fragile  to  build  without 
jeopardizing  Lobos  Creek,"  he 
said. 

Dodson  added  that  the  pro- 
ject could  also  create  a  sink- 
hole of  "immense  propor- 
tions" if  it  is  allowed  to  pro- 
ceed.

long  as  you  care  for  them.  They 
(Pay  Less)  will  probably  have 
their  own  clientele." 

Bastian  said  he  does  not  think 
Pay  Less  will  have  a  negative  im- 
pact on  the  neighborhood. 

"I  wish  them  the  best  of  luck," 
he  said.  "We  all  need  to  help  the 
community  and  make  it  a  better 
place  to  live.  All  merchants 
should  have  a  good,  neighborly 
relationship." 

Bastian  reiterated  he  will  not 
change  the  way  he  runs  his  busi- 
ness because  of  Pay  Less. 

"I'm  doing  what  I'm  supposed 
to  do  as  a  pharmacist,"  he  said. 

"My  business  is  unique  be- 


cause I  don't  count  how  many 
hours  I  put  in." 

Pay  Less  has  about  10  other 
stores  in  San  Francisco,  100  in 
the  Bay  Area  and  1,000  on  the 
West  Coast. 

Pay  Less  plans  to  expand  its 
presence  in  the  City  by  opening 
another  store  later  this  year 
downtown  at  Bush  and  Larkin 
streets. 

Over  the  next  three  months 
Pay  Less  plans  to  remodel  the 
Geary  Boulevard  site  extensively. 
There  are  plans  for  a  new  phar- 
macy within  the  store. 

David  Reese,  proprietor  of  the 
local  Merrill's  drug  store  chain, 
refused  to  comment  on  the  clos- 
ing of  the  Richmond  location.

Possession  of  Stolen  Pro- 
perty and  Missing  Juvenile 
Found:  May  7, 3:05  a.m.,  33rd 
Avenue  and  Cabrillo  Street 

A  man  called  police  after  he 
heard  noises  from  the  street  and 
saw  from  his  home  that  three  ju- 
venile suspects  were  looking  into 
vehicles  as  they  walked  along 
westbound  Cabrillo  Street  from 
32nd  Avenue. 

Two  responding  officers  found 
a  juvenile  suspect  and  a  juvenile 
who  had  been  reported  missing 
since  April  17.  Two  unknown 
suspects  who  were  with  the  two 
juveniles  escaped  on  foot  on 
westbound  Cabrillo  onto  south- 
bound 34th  Avenue. 

The  arrested  suspect's  jacket 
pocket  contained  72  emblems 
from  assorted  car  brands,  three 
car  mirrors,  a  silver  chain  and  a 
one-pound  barbell.  Officers  lo- 
cated area  vehicles  with  missing 
emblems  and  left  a  note  on  each 
vehicle  telling  its  owner  to  file  a 
police  report. 

The  suspect  was  cited  and  re- 
leased to  his  father.  The  juvenile 
that  was  reported  missing  ap- 
peared to  be  in  good  physical 
health  and  was  released  to  his 
mother. 

Robbery  on  the  Street  With 
a  Gun  and  Attempted  Homi- 
cide: April  28, 10:20  p.m., 
Middle  Drive  West  at  Metson 
Road,  at  the  Southwestern  End 
of  Golden  Gate  Park 

The  victim,  who  was  driving 
home  in  his  transport  service  em- 
ployer's van,  stalled  at  a  stop 


sign  with  his  driver's  side  win- 
dow rolled  down.  When  he  felt  a 
hard  object  press  against  his  left 
temple,  he  turned  to  see  the  first 
unknown  suspect  pointing  a 
semiautomatic  pistol  at  his  head 
and  standing  next  to  a  second  un- 
known suspect. 

"Give  me  your  money  or  I'll 
blow  you  away!"  the  lirst  suspect 
said  to  the  victim,  who  complied 
by  giving"  him  his  wallet,  which 
contained  $130-  Just  as  the  first 
suspect  started  to  back  away 
from  the  van,  the  dispatch  radio 
in  the  victim's  van  produced 
some  radio  chatter,  and  the  sec- 
ond suspect  yelled,  "He's  got  a 
radio,  shoot  him!" 

While  the  victim  ducked  his 
head  and  accelerated  the  van 
away,  the  van  was  shot.  He  drove 
on  westbound  Martin  Luther 
King  Drive  and  notified  his  dis- 
patcher of  the  incident. 

Another  driver  employee 
heard  the  victim's  call  for  help 
and  responded,  and  police  and 
medical  aid  arrived. 

Officers  found  broken  glass 
and  a  bullet  casing  at  the  crime 
scene.  The  van's  left  rear  window 
was  shattered,  the  driver's  seat 
had  an  apparent  bullet  hole  in  it 
and  the  lower  right  windshield 
had  a  hole.  It  appeared  that  the 
bullet  shattered  the  side  window, 
passed  through  the  driver's  seat, 
narrowly  missing  the  victim's 
ducked  head,  and  escaped  from 
the  vehicle  through  the  wind- 
shield. The  car  was  checked  for 
the  first  suspect's  fingerprints. 
The  victim  said  he  would  be 


able  to  identify  both  suspects, 
possibly  juveniles,  if  he  saw 
them  again.  He  thought  they  fled 
on  foot,  through  the  south  end  of 
the  park.

Two  plainclothes  police  offi- 
cers arrived  on  the  scene  regard- 
ing a  suspicious  person  hammer- 
ing inside  a  parked  moving  truck, 
and  identified  themselves  as  po- 
lice to  the  suspect,  who  was  sit- 
ting in  the  driver's  seat  holding  a 
drill  and  car  key.  Another  man. 
who  was  detained,  sat  in  the  pas- 
senger's seat  with  the  door  open. 

An  extension  cord  ran  from 
the  open  second-floor  window  of 
the  detained  man's  residence  into 
the  truck's  cab.  A  large  amount 
of  metal  shavings  lay  on  the  sus- 
pect's lap  and  floorboard,  while 
the  vehicle's  ignition  appeared 
punched  out. 

When  the  officers  asked  about 
the  situation,  the  suspect  said  be- 
cause the  man.  a  friend,  who 
rented  the  truck  lost  its  key,  he 
was  trying  to  help  him  with  the 
ignition.  A  check  of  the  vehicle, 
however,  revealed  it  was  stolen 
and  wanted  and  the  suspect  was 
arrested  without  incident. 

The  suspect,  who  was  booked, 
had  a  criminal  record  involving 
stolen  property,  burglaries,  auto 
theft  and  other  incidents.  He  also 
has  two  pending  court  cases  in- 
volving burglaries.

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This  month  I  would  like  to 
address  the  issue  of  auto 
thefts  in  (he  Richmond 
District  with  you.  In  order  to  do 
that,  I  feel  it  is  important  that  you 
know  the  boundaries  of  the 
"Richmond  Police  District."  It 
extends  from  Sterner  Street  west 
to  the  seawall  of  Ocean  Beach, 
and  from  the  Presidio  National 
Park  south  to  Lincoln  Way  (this 
includes  die  majority  of  Golden 
Gate  Park). 

As  you  can  see.  this  is  a  very 
large  district,  one  of  the  largest 
geographically  in  the  City.  The 
majority  of  this  district  is  resi- 


dential. If  you  come  up 
with  a  large  population  in 
a  big  area,  you  wind  up 
with  fertile  ground  for  car 
thieves. 

We  arc  in  the  process 
of  drawing  up  a  plan  for  a 
district-wide  "auto  theft 
awareness  and  education 
presentation."  which  we  hope  to 
have  in  place  by  fall. 

Until  then.  I  would  at  least 
like  to  give  the  readers  of  The 
Richmond  Re  View  some  tips  that 
may  make  your  car  less  appeal- 
ing to  the  would-be  car  thief

•  Use  some  type  of  anti-theft 
device.

The  Richmond  Com- 
mittee, an  informal 
coalition  of  more 
than  200  families  sur- 
rounding the  site  of  the 
proposed  Richmond 
Recreation  Center  (Gym- 
nasium) at  251  18th  Ave., 
continues  its  opposition 
to  the  project  and  its 
granted  variances. 

A  lawsuit  seeking  an 
injunction  is  being  filed.  The  suit 
is  based  on  die  following  claims 

•  Legal  notice  of  the  project 
and  changes  to  it.  including  vari- 
ances and  required  hearings, 
were  not  given  to  residents  with- 
in 300  feet  of  die  site.  When  in- 
formed by  the  Committee.  99 
percent  of  residents  living  in  sur- 
rounding blocks  opposed  die  pro- 
ject. (There  are  more  than  1.100 
signed  letters  of  protest.) 

•Misuse  of  public  funds: 
Proposition  E  established  an 
Open  Space  Fund  to  "enhance 
and  preserve  open  space."  yet 
more  man  $6  million  of  the  fund 
is  being  taken  to  destroy  open 
space.  Eighty  percent  of  the  sue 
would  be  covered  by  the  14,300- 
square-foot  building.  The 
Committee  contends  mat  the  pro- 
ject will  have  a  significant  eco- 
nomically and  environmentally 
adverse  effect  on  this  neighbor- 
hood for  the  next  100  years. 

•  Violation  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Planning  Code,  Section 
151.  which  requires  approxi- 
mately 80  on-site  parking  spaces 
for  the  8 00- person-maximum  fa- 
cility. (One  early  proposal  in- 
cluded an  underground  garage  to 
fulfill  that  requirement.)  Present 
plans  propose  only  16  on-site 
spaces.  Parking  variances  granted 
assumed  the  land  was  zoned  "P" 
(Public),  but  in  fact  the  site  is 
zoned  "RH3"  (Residential 
Housing  3).

•Violation  of  the  City's 
Master  Plan  (and  Proposition  M). 
which  requires  that  new  con- 
struction conform  to  the  follow- 
ing priorities:  1)  the  existing 
neighborhood-servicing  retail 
uses  be  preserved  and  enhanced, 
and  future  opportunities  for  resi- 
dence employment  in  and  owner- 
ship of  such  businesses  be  en- 
hanced. 2)  the  City's  supply  of 
affordable  housing  be  preserved 
and  enhanced;  and  3)  that  com- 
muter traffic  not  impede  Muni 
transit  or  overburden  streets  or 
neighborhood  parking. 

To  date  at  least  three  business- 
es intend  to  leave  if  the  center  is 
built.  Real  estate  sales  are  a  frac- 
tion of  former  rates.  Neigh- 
borhood parking  is  certain  to  be 
overburdened.  The  City  Planning 
Department's  Neighborhood 
Parking  Plan  Survey  1986-1990 
found  that  parking  in  the  area 
was  at  1117  percent  of  capacity. 
Lack  of  parking  spaces  is  consid- 
erably worse  today. 

•  No  Environmental  Impact 
Report  was  done  as  required  by 
state  law.  Instead,  an 
Environmental  Assessment 
Report's  Negative  Declaration  of 
Feb.  17,  1989,  approved  the  pro- 
ject with  "off  street  parking  for 
approximately  40  cars.  On  street 
parking  spaces  in  the  surround- 
ing area  is  at  capacity  (and  has) 
one  of  the  severest  on-street 
parking  problems  in  the  city.

Members  of  the  Rich- 
mond Committee  believe 
that  government  officials 
must  be  held  to  the  same 
requirements  as  all  other 
citizens.  Environmental  Impact 
Reports,  necessary  requirements 
for  parking,  etc.,  must  be  provid- 
ed for  the  center  just  as  they 
would  be  if  it  were  to  be  built  by 
a  private  citizen. 

The  Richmond  Committee 
contends  that  city  officials  have 
failed  in  their  responsibility  to 
the  citizens  of  this  neighborhood, 
that  they  have  arrogantly  abused 
the  powers  given  to  them  by  the 
citizens  of  this  community  and 
that  they  have  pushed  building 
the  project  knowing  it  would  ex- 
acerbate our  worst  problem  — 
lack  of  parking  spaces.  They 
have  turned  deaf  ears  to  repeated 
requests  for  relief 

Because  city  officials  have  not 
done  the  job  for  which  they  were 
hired,  we  have  little  choice  but  to 
seek  relief  from  die  courts.

Roosevelt  journalism  students  top 
in  the  nation,  press  group  says 

Budding 
newshounds 
tackle  tough 
national  and 
local  issues

Roosevelt  Middle  School 
journalism  students  were  rated 
the  best  in  the  country  by  the 
American  Scholastic  Press 
Association,  which  reviews  more 
than  2.000  student  publications  a 
year. 

This  is  the  first  year  the 
school's  12-page,  student-run 
newspaper,  Roosevelt  Highlights, 
has  taken  first  place  in  the  middle 
school  category  in  the  annual 
competition.  Two  years  ago  it  re- 
ceived second  place. 

The  ASPA  also  has  categories 
for  high  school  and  college 
newspapers. 

According  to  Nancy  Maxson. 
faculty  advisor  for  Roosevelt 
Highlights,  the  paper  began  three 
years  ago.  although  the  school 
has  had  other  student  newspapers 
off  and  on  since  1931. 

"It  began  in  1994  on  a  volun- 
teer basis,"  said  Maxson.  who 
previously  worked  as  a  radio  re- 
porter in  Los  Angeles,  including 
four  years  for  National  Public 
Radio. 

After  two  years,  students 
asked  school  officials  to  make 
work  on  the  newspaper  a  part  of 
regular  class.  The  paper,  pro- 
duced four  limes  per  school  year, 
is  now  open  to  the  school's 
eighth  graders  as  an  elective  and 
can  be  used  to  meet  graduation 
requirements. 

According  to  Maxson.  the  pa- 
per's staff  of  30  must  work  hard- 
er than  other  students  to  produce 
the  1 2-  page  paper. 

"The  students  spend  about  an 
extra  hour  after  school  each  day." 
Maxson  said.  The  class  also 
meets  for  an  hour  every  day  dur- 
ing school  hours. 

"Sometimes  they  also  come 
here  on  the  weekends,"  she  said. 

This  year,  topics  covered  in 
the  newspaper  were  varied,  from 
national  issues  such  as  Ebonics, 
the  CIA  drug-cocaine  connection 
and  child  prostitution  to  local  is-

sues  such  as  problems  at  Muni 
and  protests  at  the  Nikctown 
store  that  opened  downtown  — 
an  issue  whose  story  included  an 
interview  with  Jerry  Rice,  wide 
receiver  for  the  SF  49crs. 

The  paper  also  covered  issues 
at  the  school,  such  as  problems 
with  weapons,  pagers  and  sexual 
harassment  claims  by  some  of 
the  students.  In  addition,  there 
are  comics,  movie  and  book  re- 
views and  poetry. 

Maxson  said  she  lets  students 
choose  which  topics  the  paper 
covers. 

"I  tell  them  that  if  they're  cu- 
rious about  something  they 
should  cover  it."  Maxson  said. 
"It's  their  paper." 

Maxson  said  there  have  been 
few  complaints  regarding  the  pa- 
per's topics.

touchy  with  parents,"  said 
Maxson.  who  added  students  first 
discuss  story  ideas  with  the  pa- 
per's staff. 

"The  principal  has  never 
asked  for  censorship."  she  said. 

Before  starting  a  story,  stu- 
dents must  produce  a  set  of  ques- 
tions and  a  list  of  10  information 
sources.  The  paper  is  also  part  of 
the  Newspapers  in  Education 
Program,  which  supplies  copies 
of  the  SF  Chronicle  and  SF 
Examiner  for  schools. 

The  result  is  stories  compara- 
ble to  professional  journalism, 
such  as  a  story  on  drinking  water 
quality  at  the  school.  That  story 
won  this  year's  National 
Outstanding  Achievement 
Award,  which  included  entries 
from  high  schools  and  colleges 
as  well  as  middle  schools. 

"I  tell  them  they  can  use  any 
source  they  want,"  said  Maxson. 
who  said  most  sources  are  re- 
sponsive to  her  students.  "It's  im- 
portant for  them  to  know  that  if 
you're  a  reporter,  you're  just  as 
good  and  important  as  anyone 
else." 

Maxson  said  the  paper  re- 
ceives a  lot  of  support  from  other 
students  and  the  community. 

"Everyone  seems  to  like  it," 
said  Maxson.  who  said  the  paper 
has  a  press  run  of  1.100  to  1.500 
copies  per  issue.  All  of  the 
school's  840  students  are  given  a 
copy.  The  rest  of  the  papers  are 
distributed  to  other  schools  and 
other  outlets  in  the  community. 

"I  don't  see  them  thrown  in 
the  halls,  and  the  paper  is  com- 
pletely supported  by  ads." 
Maxson  said. 

David  Lin.  a  budding  journal- 
ist, said  working  on  the  paper  is 
hard  work. 

"It's  very  stressful."  said  Lin. 
whose  other  interests  include  sci- 
ence fiction.  "It's  a  lot  more  work 
than  other  classes."  Still,  he  likes 
the  experience. 

"ThereYe  a  lot  o(  other  good 
writers  (at  the  school)."  said  Lin. 
who  will  be  attending  Lowell 
High  School  next  semester.  "1 
just  want  to  be  up  there."

18  stores  cover 
most  tastes

The  Richmond  District  boasts 
a  cultural  diversity  as  varied  as 
any  neighborhood  in  the  Bay 
Area  and  this  is  reflected  in  the 
many  video  choices  available  in 
the  neighborhood. 

Video  fare  in  Richmond 
ranges  from  family  entertainment 
at  Blockbuster  to  laser  discs  in 
Korean  at  Tarn's  Laser 

While  mega-store  Blockbuster 
has  an  impressive  selection  of 
videos  ranging  from  new  releases 
to  "community  service"  videos, 
many  smaller  stores  have  found 
their  own  niche  by  offering  dis- 
tinctive choices. 

Places  like  555  offer  unusual 
"B"  movies  and  other  unique  ti- 
tles, while  Movie  Crazzz  lures  in 
customers  with  a  plethora  of  old 
movie  classics.  The  store  also 
rents  out  the  uncut  versions  of  all 
its  movies. 

"We  don't  believe  in  sanitiz- 
ing our  videos,"  says  store  man- 
ager Joe  Lee. 

For  those  who  like  to  watch 
movies  while  they  eat,  the  Video 
Cafe,  on  Geary  Boulevard  at  2 1  st 
Avenue,  entertains  diners  24 
hours  a  day  with  movies  on  a 
large  screen. 

Irish  Imports  specializes  in 
videos  and  Compact  Disc's  of 
Irish  singers  and  dancing  groups. 
—  just  the  things  to  liven  up  a 
party.  (This  store  will  also  re- 
search your  family  coat  of  arms 
and  have  it  made  for  you  in  wood 
and  pewter.) 

Poppa  Opp's  augments  its 
eclectic  mix  of  popular  video  ti- 
tles with  video  camera  and  VCR 
rentals.  In  addition  this  company 
doubles  as  a  video  production 
and  editing  facility. 

With  the  diverse  nature  of  the 
population  in  the  Richmond,  it  is 
not  surprising  that  many  of  the 
video  stores  in  the  neighborhood 
cater  to  the  various  ethnicities 
represented  here.  Scattered 
throughout  the  District  are  a 
number  of  stores  which  special- 
ize in  Chinese.  Korean.  Russian 
and  Vietnamese  videos. 

Laser  Adventure.  Richmond 
Video  and  L^ser  and  Tarn's  Laser 
go  beyond  standard  VHS  fare. 

Laser  Adventure  not  only 
rents  out  Chinese,  English  and 
Korean  laser  video  discs,  but  can 
create  laser  karaoke  experiences 
for  parties.  It  provides  the  laser 
karaoke  discs  as  well  as  the  ma- 
chines for  party  goers  to  sing 
along  with  to  their  heart's  con- 
tent. It  is  also  among  the  few 
stores  in  the  neighborhood  to 
stock  titles  in  the  new  DVD  (dig- 
ital video  disc)  format. 

Though  touted  by  proponents 
of  this  format  as  the  "successor 
to  VHS."  DVD  has  been  slow  in 
taking  hold  in  this  country.  DVD 
has  a  picture  quality  twice  as 
sharp  as  VHS  and  clearer  than 
laser  disc.  It  also  uses  video  sur- 
round-sound similar  to  that  used 
in  movie  theaters,  giving  the  for- 
mat better-than-CD-quality 
sound.  A  full-length  movie  can 
fit  on  one  CD-sized  digital  video 
disc. 

Although  there  are  only  about 
50  titles  available  in  this  format, 
new  titles  are  coming  out  every 
week. 

The  Wherchouse,  Good  Guys 
and  Laser  Adventure  arc  among 
the  local  merchants  that  have  ti- 
tles in  the  digital  video  disc  for- 
mat 
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Joe  Lee  is  not  just  the  own- 
er of  Movie  Crazzz,  at  242 
Balboa  St.,  but  a  film  buff 
who  has  an  extensive 
knowledge  of  old  movies. 
He  often  helps  customers 
with  recommendations. 

So  whether  readers  arc  plan- 
ning to  kick  back  and  make  it  a 
"Blockbuster  Night."  have  a 
rousing  dance  party  with  an  Irish 
music  video,  sing  along  with  a 
laser  karaoke  or  expand  their 
horizons  with  a  foreign  film  from 
one  of  the  video  stores  in  the 
neighborhood,  the  Richmond 
District  has  something  to  offer.

Villa  (Seafood  Restaur- 
ant) looks  unprepossess- 
ing from  the  outside.  But 
step  inside  and  find  a 
beautiful,  luxurious  rect- 
angular dining  room  with 
pale  pink  walls,  accented 
by  light-raspberry  trim,  a  partial- 
ly mirrored  wall  and  mirrored 
structural  posts.  White  table 
cloths  with  pink  napkins  cover 
the  table  and  objects  d'art  line 
shelves  on  the  walls.  Two  pretty 
chandeliers  and  plenty  of  indirect 
lighting  guarantee  we  can  see  the 
menu  and  food. 

We  were  fortunate  to  dine 
with  two  other  hungry  persons 
when  we  visited  the  Hong  Kong 
Villa,  our  daughter  Karin  and  our 
mutual  friend  Anne,  who  was 
visiting  us  from  London. 

Manager  Ricky  Chan  helped 
us  choose  our  meal  and  discreet- 
ly stood  by  in  case  we  had  more 
questions.  Owner  Sandy  Yu  was 
born  in  Shanghai,  China,  while 
Chef  Wing  Lee  Deng  was  once 
named  one  of  the  "10  Best 
Rising  Chefs"  of  Hong  Kong. 

The  food,  however,  is  primari- 
ly from  Chiu  Chow  province 
(east  of  Canton)  and  is  close  to 
that  of  some  Mandarin  dishes. 
The  potstickers.  four  for  $3,  were 
the  best  we've  had  since  the  orig- 
inal Lung  Fung  owners  on  outer 
Clement  Street  sold  to  another 
family.  We  also  ordered  an  appe- 
tizer of  Vegetarian  Mu-Shu,  $6, 
and  it,  too,  reminded  us  of 
Mandarin  cooking.  It  was  a  warm 
night,  so  we  skipped  soup  and 
went  straight  to  the  entrees. 

Should  a  diner  at  the  "Villa" 
wish  soup,  however,  there  are  1 3 
on  the  menu,  from  Won  Ton  or 
Hot  and  Sour  Soup  for  $5.  up  to 
Shark's  Fin  Soup  for  $28  per  per- 
son. There  are  pienty  of  soups  for 
$6  to  $8,  bui  if  you've  just  won 
the  lottery,  why  not  order  Shark's 
Fin  Soup  with  Chinese  Ham  for 
$80? 

Hanns  ordered  Prawns  with 
Honey  Glazed  Walnuts,  $10,  and 
was  the  only  one  who  real  I  y  liked

it.  The  rest  of  us  decided  it  was 
just  too  sweet,  although  it  was 
superbly  prepared.  The  menu  has 
two  pages  with  29  seafood  dish- 
es, making  it  difficult  to  choose. 
Five  dishes  —  lobster  any  style, 
crab  any  style.  Steamed  Live 
Rock  Cod.  Steamed  Catfish  with 
Black  Bean  Sauce  and  Broiled 
Geoduck  —  are  seasonal  and  the 
price  depends  on  the  going  mar- 
ket rate.  There  are  many  other 
choices,  and  you  can  still  order 
everything  from  Pan  Fried  Fish. 
$5.50,  up  to  sliced  Abalone  with 
Tender  Greens.  $25.  There  are 
lots  of  seafood  platters  in  the  $8 
to  $12  range,  reasonably  priced 
for  the  well-prepared  dishes. 

Since  Karin  is  pretty  much  a 
vegetarian,  we  ordered  two  veg- 
etable dishes:  Pea  Sprouts,  which 
weren't  on  the  menu  but  we 
thought  they  might  be  in  season, 
and  Eggplant  with  Minced  Pork 
in  a  Clay  Pot,  $7.  The  eggplant 
had  a  lot  of  garlic  and  was  tasty, 
but  the  pea  sprouts  suffered  from 
too  much  oil.  We've  had  better, 
with  almost  no  oil,  a  breath  of 
garlic  and  very  lightly  sauteed.  A 
few  pots  of  tea  and  a  bowl  of 
steamed  rice  with  our  entrees 
was  satisfying,  and  we  left  with 
enough  food  for  another  meal  for 
two.  This  feast  cost  $40.40,  in- 
cluding tax  and  tip. 

By  the  way,  there  are  nine 
poultry  entrees,  ranging  from 
Braised  Chicken  with  Egg  White 
(two  pieces)  for  $6  to  Peking 
Duck  (whole)  for  $16.  Pork  and 
beef  selections  add  up  to  II. 
There  are  eight  clay  pot  choices, 
1 1  tofu  and  vegetables  and  eight 
different  desserts. 

We  personally  don't  care  for 
wine  with  Asian  foods,  but 
should  you  wish.  Hong  Kong 
Villa  serves  Kendall-Jackson 


Chardonnay  or  Merlot 
for  $18,  or  by  the  glass 
for  $3.50.  Also  available 
are  Tsing  Tao  or 
Hcincken  beers  at  $3 
each,  or  Budweiscr  at 
$2.75.  Soft  drinks  in- 
clude Pcrrier  water  for 
$2,  orange  juice.  $1.50, 
or  7-Up  and  Diet  Coke 
for  $1  each. 

Starting  in  June,  family  din- 
ners will  be  offered  and  a  new 
menu  is  in  the  works.  The  food 
prepared  at  the  Villa  will  not  use 
as  much  sugar,  will  have  a  lower 
oil  content  and  no  MSG  in  the 
preparation  of  dishes.  The  restau- 
rant will  also  offer  lower  prices 
on  its  menu  items. 

An  upstairs  banquet  room  is 
available  for  special  party  din- 
ners and  the  restaurant  can  seat 
well  more  than  100  at  lunch  or 
dinner. 

We'll  be  back  in  June,  with  a 
bunch  of  friends,  not  only  for  the 
new  menu,  but  also  for  the  dim 
sum,  served  daily  from  1 1  a.m.  to 
2  p.m.  In  the  meantime,  we  can 
highly  recommend  this  friendly, 
generous  restaurant  for  its  hand- 
some decor,  excellent  service  and 
superior  cooking!

a  level  monthly  payment,  a  line 
of  credit  to  spend  whenever  the 
borrower  chooses  or  a  combina- 
tion of  both. 

The  two  main  differences  be- 
tween the  reverse  mortgage  and  a 
regular  mortgage  is  that  you  do 
not  have  to  repay  the  loan  as  long 
as  the  home  remains  your  princi- 
pal residence  and  your  income  or 
lack  of  it  is  not  considered  when 
qualifying  for  the  loan.

On  June  3rd,  we  must  ask  ourselves  the 
question  -  can  we  afford  to  lose  the  49ers 
and  all  they  bring  to  San  Francisco? 

After  long  negotiations  with  the  city,  the  49crs  agreed  to  a  proposal  that  will 
keep  them  playing  in  a  new  stadium  constructed  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

If  Propositions  D  &  F  pass,  the  49ers  are  pledged  to  remain  in  San 
Francisco  for  a  minimum  of  30  years.  But  what  happens  if  the  two 
measures  fail? 

One  thing  is  clear.  The  49crs  cannot  remain  in  the  current  facility.  Years  of 
deferred  maintenance  have  left  the  stadium  in  a  dangerously  deteriorated 
condition.  Seismic  work,  court-ordered  improvements  for  disability  access 
and  the  city's  contractual  upgrades  will  cost  the  city's  general  fund  more  than 
$100  million,  and  that's  just  to  keep  the  49ers  playing  for  a  few  more  years. 


How  long  can  we  expect  the  best  team  in  major  league  sports  to  stay  in 
the  worst  facility  in  the  nation,  particularly  with  half  a  dozen  other  cities 
clamoring  for  their  own  team? 

The  answer  is  clear.  The  49ers  have  said  repeatedly  that  this  is  the  best 
proposal  they  can  ever  offer.  They  are  pledging  $425  million  of  their  own 
money  to  build  a  new  stadium  and  mall,  which  will  generate  enough  new 
revenue  to  pay  back  the  city's  entire  investment  of  $100  million  in  bonds. 
Additional  written  insurance  guarantees  mean  absolutely  no  risk  to  the  city's 
general  fund. 

A  new  stadium.  No  cost  to  the  taxpayers.  And  the  49ers  too.  And  that's  just 
the  beginning.  The  plan  will  bring  10,000  new  jobs  and  millions  in  needed 
revenue  to  the  city.  It  will  help  revitalize  the  long-neglected  Bayview- 
Hunters  Point.  It  will  bring  a  Super  Bowl  and  the  $325  million  that  comes 
with  it  to  San  Francisco. 

With  so  much  to  gain,  and  so  much  more  to  lose,  leaders  and  organizations 
from  all  corners  of  the  city  are  uniting  in  support  of  D  &  F. 


On  June  3rd,  vote  YES  ON  D  &  F.  Because  there's  too  much  to  lose
